Driver Sends Runaway Horses
Into Side Street to Avoid

Hitting Train.

WILD RACE UP FRANKLIN

Handkerchiefs Loaned by People
Nearby to Stop the Flow

of Blood.

By a display of nerve, which was
truly astounding, Charles iloode. a!
colored mar., who was unable yester¬
day afternoon to control a pair of
wild horses attached to an undertak¬
er's wagon owned by A. 1'. Price, shot
them into Henry Street from Frank¬
lin in time to avoid a collision with a
Richmond, Frederlcksburg and 1'oto-,
mac train which was passing between
the closed gates at Belvldore. Both
horses were thrown violently to
the pavement, and by some curi¬
ous means an artery on the left hind
ankle of each was cut, almost in the
same identical place. Goode was noli
hurt. IGoode lost his holding power at
Franklin and Third, when the horses
became frightened at an automobile
truck. They raced wildly up Franklin
Street, and would have crossed the
railroad track without mishap exceptfor the train.

Close Shave With Death.
When he was ->nly a short block

away, the driver saw the gates' tiend-
ing toward the ground just as the !o-
comotlve came In view. The horses
simply could not bo stopped. Before
the end of the train had cleared Bel-
vldere, Goo-" would have been hurled
against the side of the moving cars.
Mo had to act quickly. With a

vlcicious pull he turned to the right
into Henry Street and came to grief,
but he saved his team. As tho wagon
tongue was torn out. the horses,
shocked by the fall, suddenly became
still. A moment later the crowd which
had gathered saw that blood was
pouring from the two arteries. They
rushed up with handkerchiefs to bln-Jthe wounds and partially stopped inetlow of blood while waiting for vet¬erinarian.
Shaken up though he '.vas. Goodedid a very graceful thl.,p when he

personally thnnked every person whohad loaned him a,handkerchief. Pricesaid last night ;nat the horses were
not seriously "hurt.

U M. Hammond, of Cincinnati a mem-
ber of the Arm, and the local repre-sentattve, J. H. Mitchell, appeared be¬
fore the board for the Peck-llummondCompany to protest that the contract
should have been awarded to it on tho
ground lhat It was the lowest respon¬sible hldder.
William R. Murphy, of Richmond,president of the successful bidding

company, was also present to upholdhis Interests.
The bid of the Peck-Hammond Com¬

pany was $170 less than that of the
American Company, which was accept¬ed last month at the figure of $8,566.The board accepted this bid upon rec¬
ommendation of Charles M. Robinson,tho architect of the building.

Conipurlftons Druwn.
A representative of Mr. Robinson

was present and submitted a compara¬tive statement of the two bids, which
were the only ones received for thework. It was contended that the speclll-cations of the American Company wereIn detail, outlining minutely Just whatthe city will receive for Its money,while those of the other concern wereindefinite In this respect.
Mr. Massie and Mr. Hammond con¬tended that their bid was in perfectaccord with the architect's specifica¬tions, but It was further shown thatthe speciticaHons relating to the heat¬ing, ventilation nnd sanitary arrange¬ments were general In character.
A wealth of detailed argument waslaid before the board and testimonialsgalore were submitted, mainly on thepart of the protesting firm.
Before the matter was finally laidbefore the members of the board foraction, Chairman Charles Hutzler gaveboth sides an opportunity for expres¬sions as to whether the hearing hadbeen Impartial and thoroughly fair.Mr. Hammorfd reluctantly concededthat it had been
Dr. M. D. Höge.
